Rattling through snow three to 
four feet deep, tough Greek moun­

Greeks said not a single 
piece of Italian fighting equipment 
was known to have entered Al­ 
bania in recent days.

worse, Greeks said their transpor­ 
tation agencies still were operating 
efficiently. 
Captured Italians indicated their 
supply trains were seriously ham­ 
pered on the rutted, frozen roads. 
They were quoted as saying also 
that hundreds of their fellow F as­ 
cists had been put out of action 
by frost bite and pneumonia. 
Conditions have become so se­ 
vere, the Greeks said. that the re­ 
treating 
Italians 
abandoned 
all 
heir heavy equipment and even 
their wounded. 
The Greeks them ­ 
selves sought shelter from the bit­ 
tor cold In straw-covered pits dug 
in tile mountainsides.
